Republicans Nominate Romney 



Ritual state roll call 
seals the results of 
primaries, caucuses 

Tampa, Fla. 

Making up for lost time, Repub- 
licans streamed into their storm- 
delayed national convention Tuesday 
to certify Mitt Romney’s nomina- 
tion for the White House and tear 
into President Barack Obama. 

Delegates cheered every men- 
tion of Romney’s name in a ritu- 
al roll call of the states certain to 
seal the results of last winter’s bru- 
tal primaries and caucuses. 

The mocking of Obama began 
almost instantly from the podi- 
um. The Democratic president has 
“never run a company. He hasn’t 
even run a garage sale or seen 
the inside of a lemonade stand,” 
declared Reince Priebus, chairman 
of the Republican Party. 

To propel Romney and ticket- 
mate Paul Ryan into the fall cam- 
paign, the convention quickly 
approved a conservative platform 
that calls for tax cuts — not gov- 
ernment spending — to stimulate 


the economy. 

Ann Romney’s speech was 
scripted in a way to cast her mul- 
timillionaire-businessman-turned- 
politician husband in a likable light. 
Aides said Mitt Romney would 
be in the hall when she gives her 
speech, set for Tuesday night. 

The former Massachusetts gov- 
ernor was in his hotel suite as del- 
egates affirmed his nomination. 


Aides said he watched the pro- 
ceedings on television. 

Marring his hope for a seamless 
convention, the residue of a heated 
campaign for the nomination was 
evident inside the hall. 

Texas Rep. Ron Paul, who never 
won a primary or caucus, drew sev- 
eral dozen delegate votes. Earlier, 
his supporters chanted and booed 
after the convention adopted rules 


GOP Platform 

Republicans emphatically ap- 
proved a party platform at their 
national convention Tuesday that 
would ban all abortions and gay 
marriages, reshape Medicare into a 
voucher-like program and reject fed- 
eral spending as an antidote for the 
nation’s ailing job market. Both par- 
ties routinely approve platforms at 
their conventions every four years, 
meant to encapsulate their prin- 
ciples and goals.

New Fuel Standards Set 


Policy: Light trucks, 
cars must average 

54.5 mpg by 2025 

Washington 

The Obama administration 
announced strict new fuel-effi- 
ciency vehicle standards Tuesday, 
requiring the U.S. auto fleet to 
average 54.5 mpg by 2025, a move 
that was endorsed by industry and 
environmentalists alike. 

The new rules, announced 
by Transportation Secretary Ray 
LaHood and Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency Administrator Lisa 
Jackson, expand on existing stan- 
dards requiring American-made 
cars and light trucks to average 

34.5 mpg by 2016. 

According to EPA estimates, by 
2025, the standards would cut U.S. 
oil consumption by 2.2 million bar- 
rels of oil per day compared with 
2010, save $1.7 trillion dollars in 
fuel costs and result in an average 


Vehicle Affordability 

Reacting to the new fuel-efficien- 
cy standards issued by the Environ- 
mental Protection Agency, auto dealers 
warned Tuesday that the average price 
of a vehicle could rise $3,000 by the 
time the rules are fully implemented. “This increase shuts almost 7 million peo- 
ple out of the new-car market entirely and prevents many millions more from 
being able to afford new vehicles that meet their needs," Bill Underriner, who 
chairs the National Automobile Dealers Association, said in a statement, (twp) 



fuel savings of more than $8,000 
per vehicle. 

“These fuel standards represent 
the single most important step weVe 
ever taken to reduce our dependence 
on foreign oil,” President Barack 
Obama said in a statement. 

Phyllis Cuttino, director of the 
Pew Clean Energy Program, said 
the fact that so many people now 
accept the idea of greater fuel effi- 
ciency does not lessen the rules’ 
“historic” importance. 

“We’ve just come a long way in 
five years,” Cuttino said, noting 


that in 2007, lawmakers debated 
whether the U.S. fleet could aver- 
age 30 mpg by 2025. 

This second phase of standards, 
which apply to model years 2017 to 
2025, will double the efficiency of 
the U.S. fleet compared with vehi- 
cles manufactured in 2008. 

“Customers want higher fuel 
efficiency in their cars and trucks, 
and CM is going to give it to 
them,” said Greg Martin, Gener- 
al Motors’ executive director for 
communications, juliet eilperin

Yosemite Officials Warn of Virus 


Fresno, Calif. 

About 1,700 people who stayed in 
tent cabins at Yosemite Nation- 
al Park this summer were warned 
Tuesday they may have been 
exposed to a deadly rodent-borne 
virus blamed for the deaths of two 
campers. 

Four people who spent time in 
Signature Tent Cabins at Curry Vil- 
lage around the same time in June 
have contracted hantavirus pulmo- 
nary syndrome, an illness spread by 
rodent feces, urine and saliva. 

One person who died was from 
outside California. The Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention con- 
firmed the death within the past few 
days. Two other people were infect- 


ed and expected to survive. 

The disease can incubate for up 
to six weeks before flu-like symp- 
toms develop. It’s fatal in 30 per- 
cent of all cases, and there is no 
specific treatment.

ity officials said. Inspectors who 
began investigating the reports 
at daybreak found no structural 
problems, officials said. 

Morning traffic was diverted 
onto the two-lane eastbound span, 
backing up traffic for miles in both 
directions. By mid-morning, west- 
bound bridge traffic had backed up 
six miles. 

The three-lane westbound span 
had been closed for routine over- 


night sandblasting and painting 
work, as it has been for the past 
month or so, officials said. After 
workers noticed the unusual move- 
ment just after midnight, however, 
they left the bridge for their safe- 
ty, and the span remained closed, 
officials said. 

About 30 inspectors from the 
authority and its private contractors 
began examining it early Tuesday, 
said Harold Bartiett, the authoritj^’s 
executive secretary. Bartiett said the 
inspectors examined both the bridge 
surface and its underside. 

As a suspension bridge, the 
Bay Bridge is designed to have 
a certain amount of flexibili- 
ty and movement, Bartlett said. 
But, he said, “What was report- 
ed was a little more than usual.”

Arriving 7 years after Katrina, 

Isaac fails to frighten New Orleans 


New Orleans 

At last a hurricane, the unwieldy 
Isaac bore down on New Orleans on 
Tuesday, almost seven years to the 
day that Hurricane Katrina trans- 
formed this city and became a sym- 
bol of government ineptitude, and 
a defining moment for leaders from 
City Hall to the White House. 

Isaac’s storm surges and mas- 
sive amounts of rain will present the 
toughest test yet for New Orleans’ 
rebuilt levees. The storm is also like- 
ly to test the federal government’s 
ability to respond to a natural disas- 
ter in the region seven years after 
the Bush administration fumbled 
in the wake of Katrina. 

The mood was calm in New 
Orleans as the first rain bands and 
wind gusts rolled in. Residents took 
it all in stride, knowing they’ve 


been through a lot worse. 

Tens of thousands of people, 
mostly in southeastern Louisiana, 
were ordered to evacuate ahead of 
Isaac, which was set to make land- 
fall as early as Tuesday night as a 
Category 1 hurricane with winds 
of at least 74 mph, much lower 
than the 135-mph winds Katrina 
packed in 2005. 

Officials, while sounding alarm 
about the dangers of the storm, did 
not call for mass evacuations. 

“We don’t expect a Katrina- 
like event, but remember there are 
things about a Category 1 storm 
that can kill you,” Mayor Mitch 
Landrieu said Tuesday, urging peo- 
ple to use common sense. He has 
touted $10 billion of levee improve- 
ments since Katrina in proclaim- 
ing the city “battle-ready.” 

Much of the city moved at its

usual languid pace in preparing 
for the storm. Even in the Lower 
Ninth Ward — still scarred by sag- 
ging and abandoned houses dam- 
aged by Katrina — there was some- 
thing of a collective ho-hum. 

Ronnie Brown, 63, fled in 
advance of Katrina, but not this 
time. “Ain’t goin’ nowhere,” he said 
Monday. “This one ain’t so bad.” 

The mood was summed up on a 
sign outside the Howlin’ Wolf Den 
pub. It read “Isaac Who?” 


On Tuesday, windows were 
boarded up and sandbags were 
stacked near the French Quarter. 
Some tourists said they would ride 
out the storm near the city’s famed 
Bourbon Street, and there was littie 
to suggest a sense of worry. 

It was a far cry from 2005, when 
Katrina devastated New Orleans 
and other parts of the Gulf Coast, 
killing nearly 2,000 people. 

The disaster led to massive 
reconstruction and sparked major 
changes within the Federal Emer- 
gency Management Agency. But 
FEMA administrator Craig Fugate 
said Monday that the lessons offi- 
cials learned from Katrina would 
mean little if residents don’t also 
prepare for the worst. 

Fugate said that while so much 
attention, understandably, has 
focused on New Orleans and the 
legacy of Katrina, a more imme- 
diate danger exists in unprotected 
rural and coastal communities. 

“I know that Katrina is first and 
foremost on everybody’s mind,” 
he said. “But I think people need 
to understand this is not a New 
Orleans storm; this is a Gulf Coast

Fan favorite is cut 
after 8 memorable 
seasons with team 

The Redskins 

The Redskins cut ties with one of 
the most productive and popu- 
lar players in their history Tues- 
day when they released tight end 
Chris Cooley. 

Cooley said an emotional good- 
bye to the Redskins after eight sea- 
sons with a team that failed to recap- 
ture the glory of its past even as he 
carved a niche as a beloved player 
who squeezed the most out of his 
ability. Cooley caught more passes 
than any other tight end who has 
played for the franchise and was a 
charismatic figure who had a knack 
for connecting with fans. 

“It’s been awesome ” Cooley said, 
fighting back tears a day before the 
Redskins close out the preseason 
against the Tampa Bay Bucca- 
neers. “I’ve been very, very fortu- 
nate to play for a franchise that has 
embraced me and a fan base that 
has embraced me the way that they 
have. This organization has changed 
my life in every way for the better 
and I appreciate it. I’ve loved every 
minute of playing here.” 


Coach Mike Shanahan portrayed 
the move as the team’s attempt to let 
Cooley, who turned 30 last month, 
pursue a starting job with another 
NFL team. But Cooley had said in 
an interview just a few weeks ago 
that he wanted to remain with the 
Redskins in any capacity, even if 
that meant relinquishing the cen- 
terpiece role and starting job that 
once were unquestionably his. 



Cooley had a reputation as a free 
spirit off the field who once sparked 
a controversy by accidentally post- 
ing a photo of his genitals on his 
blog. He was ahead of his time in 
interacting with fans online as well 
as in person. He made his own pot- 
tery and opened an art gallery. Red- 
skins followers adored him. 

“He made his own personal- 
ity,” said ESPN analyst Antonio 
Pierce, who played with Cooley 
with the Redskins and against him 
while with the New York Giants. 
“What did they call him. Captain 
Chaos? He played reckless. He sac- 
rificed his body. He gave his all. I 
think people connected with that.”

The U.S. Anti-Doping Agency didn't 
rely on hard evidence in stripping 
Lance Arnnstrong of his seven Tour de 
France titles and banning the Texan 
fronn cycling. Rather, it used connnnon 
sense, bolstered by unnanned witness- 
es who claim to have seen Armstrong 
use performance-en- 
hancing drugs. 

Whether that’s fair 
to Armstrong — who 
accused the USADA 
of violating his consti- 
tutional rights before 
giving up the fight for 
his good name last week — is not up for 
debate: It isn’t, since he never failed a 
drug test. But what is also fair to say is 
that Armstrong probably used steroids 
or an equivalent — because that’s what 
famous athletes seem to do. 

Nearly all of Armstrong’s runners- 
up between 1999 and 2005 have been 
suspended for doping, as have most of 
the Tour de France champions since 
the American's reign.

Matt Bondurant went

Film 

In his novel “The Wettest Coun- 
ty in the World,” Matt Bondurant 
wrote some pretty violent passages. 
But it wasn’t until his book became 
the movie “Lawless,” out Wednes- 
day, that he realized what his words 
had really depicted — especial- 
ly in a story in which nearly every 
character likes to stab, shoot and/ 
or slice his enemies whenever he 
gets the chance. 

For one scene in particular, when 
one character gets his throat sliced 


from end to end, the moving pic- 
tures really bring what happens 
on the page to life. “There’s a big 
splash of blood. There’s an imme- 
diate repulsion,” Bondurant says. “I 
was practically hiding my eyes, and 
I knew what was coming. I wrote 
the thing!” 

Both Bondurant’s book and the 
movie — which stars Shia LaBeouf, 
Tom Hardy and Guy Pearce — 
tell the lightly fictionalized story 
of Bondurant’s grandfather and 


great-uncles, who were moonshine 
runners in Franklin County, Va. 
LaBeouf plays Jack, the youngest 
Bondurant, who wants to achieve 
success beyond what his older 
brothers can imagine. Guy Pearce 
is a crooked FBI agent out to shut 
down the Bondurant operation, and 
Gary Oldman has a small role as a 
big-city moonshiner.

a movie will get made. “So many 
books get bought, and I know some 
people personally who have [sold 
the movie rights] and they’ve been 
bouncing around L.A. for a long 
time,” Bondurant says. “Of course,

initely going to happen.”

Bondurant had nothing to do 
with the making of the film, other 
than writing the novel — screen- 
writer (and musician) Nick Cave 
was given the task of translating 
the book to the screen. Cave made 
some cuts, including excising entire- 
ly the narrator of Bondurant’s book. 
Bondurant doesn’t mind, though, 
and in fact sees Cave’s adaptation 
as almost a natural extension of the 
writing process. 

“There’s a kinship, or under- 
standing of [the filmmakers’] pro- 
cess,” he says. “I already did things 
to [the Bondurant family]; I fictional- 
ized some elements. Now [the film is] 
just sort of taking it to another level.”

Anti-Obama Film

ALanis Morissette's 
voice will take you 
back in time to 1995 

Album Review 

By now, you know what to expect 
from an Alanis Morissette album: 
lyrics that double as psychothera- 
py sessions, ’90s-style anthems of 
a type that used to be called alter- 
native rock, breakup songs to be 
endlessly parsed for coded mes- 
sages to ex-fiance Ryan Reynolds, 
some yelling. 

“Havoc and Bright Lights,” Mor- 
issette’s first album since getting 
married and giving birth, contains 
all of the above and ... less. While 
it predictably uses those events as 
canon fodder, it is loose and happy, 
messy and raw-nerved. It’s Mor- 
issette’s most assured, most out- 
ward-looking work since her 1995 
breakthrough “Jagged Little Pill,” 
which is different from saying it’s 
her best. 

Morissette still seems most com- 
fortable with the sort of pre-millen- 
nial, punchy chorus/wordy verse 
stadium rockers that once made her 
fortune. Her voice is a time capsule, 
instantiy evoking 1995 whether she 
tries to (such as the rote but enjoy- 
able first single “Guardian”) or not 
(such as the electro-disco “Woman

Down,” a waste of a perfectly good 
feminist manifesto). 

“Havoc” is never dull, even 
when it’s awful. Too many tracks 
indulge Morissette’s love of stag- 
ey, New Age/World music hybrids, 
often welded to a gender. Nine Inch 
Nails-evoking industrial rock, sug- 
gesting the waiting room music 
in the worst dentist’s office in the 


world. On “Celebrity,” Morissette 
lectures a Hollywood striver with 
an indulgent father and a fondness 
for VIP rooms (“I am a tattooed 
sexy dancing monkey/just aloof 
enough to get you to want me”). 
Either it’s a trenchant takedown of 
Paris Hilton that comes five years 
too late, or Miley Cyrus should 
call her lawyer, allison stewart
